Cliff of Natural QJaat. 

A cliff of natural glass can be 
seen In Yellowstone Park. Wyom¬ 
ing. It is half n mile long and 
from 150 feet to 290 feet high, the 
material of which it consists being 
us good glass as that artificially 
manufactured. The dense glass 
which forms the base is from 75 
feet to 100 feet thick, while the 
upperportion, having suffered and 
survived many ages of wind and 
rain, has naturally worn much 
thinner. Of course, the color of 
the cliff is not that of natural 
glass—transparent and white— 
but it is mostly black, nnd some 
places mottled and streaked %ith 
brownish red and shades of olive 
green and browu.
